G.S.R. 72.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rales regulating the method of recrutiment to the 
post of Field Attendant in the Directorate of Plant Protection

]. Short Title and Commeacement: — • 

(1) These rules may be called the Directorate of Plant 
Protection, Quarantine and Storage (Field Attendant) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come intoforce on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, clssificatien and scale of pay :— 

The number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to A 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 


3. Method or recruitment, age-limit, Riiallflcations, etc:- 

The method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in col- 
umns 3 to 1 3 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4 . Dtgqulifications : — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracied a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contr- 
acted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal Jaw applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule, 
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6. Saving 


5. Power to relax 

Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 


Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other 
concessions required to be providod for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 75. — In exerciie of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Film-checker-cum- Attendant in the 
Department of Family Planning, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement: (1) These rules may be 
called the Department of Family Planning (Film-Checker- 
cum- Attendant) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application t These rules shall apply to the post as 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay: The number of 
the posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall, be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc : The 
method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 


and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age-limit, specified for direct recruit- 
ment may be relaxed in the case of candicates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued from time to time by the Central Government. 

5. Disqualifications : No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Powers to relax: — Where the Central Government Is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class 
or category of persons.

2. The licensed boat wholly or partly laden w ith explosives 
shall be kept at a distance of at least fifty metres from any other 
vessel except during the actual transhipment of explosives, when 
the boat may lie alongside a ship, boat or a floating magazine. 

3. No explosives exceeding 450 Kilograms in weight and no 
detonators shall be loaded or unloaded while the licensed boal, 
is underway. 

Explanation: A boat is ‘Underway’ when she is not at anchor 
or moored or made fast to thc shore or a ground. 

4. The licensed boat while carrying explosives within the 
limits of a port shall carry on deck a bouy with 27 metres of 7.5 
centimetre thick rope, one end of the rope being attached to thc 
buoy and the other ond to the boat. The rope shall be attached 
to such part of the boat as is most clear of spars gear or other 
obstruction and at such point as is approved by the Licensig 
Authority. 

5. The following shall not be permitted on board thc licens- 
ed boat while she has any explosives on board — 

(i) fire or light of any description other than warning light 
consisting of a single red light visible all round the horizon 

(ii) Smoking. 

(iii) any substance of an inflammable nature or liable to 
spontaneous ignition. 

(iv) any substance liable to cause or communicate fire or 
explosion. 

(v) any other car^o. unless the carrying of such other cargo 
has been specially authorised in writing by the conser- 
vator of the Port within Port limits or by the Chief 
Inspector of Explosives in areas outside Port Limits. 

Provided that nothing in this condition shall apply to thc 
transport of Explosives in a mechanically propelled 
boat subject to such conditions as may be specified by 
the Chief Inspector.

G. S. R. 80. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating tho method of recruitment 
to the post of Junior Hindi Translator in the Department of 
Labour and Employment, Directorate General of Employment 
and Training and Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) namely : 

1. Short title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Junior Hindi Translator (Department of Labour and 
Employment) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruitment to 
the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to those 
rules. 

3. Number of posts Classification and scale of pay. — The 
number of the said posts, their classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifi- 
cations. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the aforesaid Schedule. Provided 
that the upper age limit specified for direct rcer i its- in column 6 
of Ihc said Schedule may be relaxed in the ease of candidates 


belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes or 
other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by 
(he Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications, — No persons, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living or 

( b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contract- 
ed a marriage with any person, shall bo eligible for ap- 
pointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the othor party to the marriage and there arc 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person, from the opera- 
tion of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. —Where the Central Government is of 
opinion thal it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the pro- 
visions of Ihese rules with respect lo any class or category of 
persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribos and 
others issued by the Central Government from time lo time in 
this regard.
